2* On 11 August 1947# Sc£bject reported his positien bad again changed 
vis>a«vi8 his oooperatioin eith the Seedee* A fev days prior to 11 Angust 
Subject had been contacted by EbonivEapt* LUJASSEBUf id*o again BipologiBed 
for the trouble previously caused Subject and adked that they eoxk out 
a plan for cooperation In the fotuze* TJTJAKBTBBfi intimated that a change of 
policy re Subject's activities had recently been decided upon and that as a 
result he vould be able to aid and assist him in hie eoadc* As evidence of 
his cooperation LIIiX&llBESCr ianediately volunteered to prepare the documents 
Subject vould need in traveling to Seitserlaad to attend a confuresee of the 
Lithuanian JiUnisters abroad* fiepresentativea were to come fseam the JJSAf 
Euglandi iEraneoi Borne and Ssltaerlaad* Subject 'a role being to inform tham 
of the cxtrrent situation in Lithuania and the status of the Idtfaaanlan 
Underground Movement* This conference vas originally designated to be held 
in F^irisy but due to difficulty in procuring Rreneh visas it eas moved to 
Seltzerlend, conference scheduled to begin o/a IS August 1947* Sid)jeet 
vas told he would never again ha\re aay difficulty regarding his Ssedlsh 
visa* residence permit* etc* Also his activities in the futu re uo^ d not be 
complicated by the Swedish police or cxistcms officials* LILIiSBSBS also 
returned a part of the material vdiieh had been placed und^ police custom 
at the time of his arrest* Subject was asked to return this aft<ar a short 
period as he said the Swedes were making a very careful study of this material 
and therefore asked that it be retonaed* 

3* As a result of this t*xm of events Subject has agreed to cooperate 
with LILIAKBEHr under the understanding he is to "run” the actual operations 
and will himself receive all material and then in turn pass it ^ to the

Subject met in Poland had heen hrlefed on the ia^pOrtanee of sudi iafoxmatiaa 
and hoped semis progrees sonld he made in tMe line* Bs feele the proouxmnat 
of this '^e of informatiaa is vei^ difficult as the xesistsnce in Idthuania 
is principally an undergromd arny and not an intelligence eyst<ma» 

Subject's situation can now he sanmazised as a contiBRation. of his 
aetivltlss in limited cooperation slth the Swedish au^torities* Owr position 
has not changed* We haye again heen assored ue will r«;eiw« all matSTial 
ohtainahle and his oooperatipn with the Ssedes is being undartaksa as a 
means of oontinuing his aetiyities* It appears Ty the first of a«xt year 
some Informstion wJ^ould hare heen rse«Lved reg^rdOng the pzdaeipal taxgets 
in Tdiich we were intoreeted* If this is the ease a more definite projeet 
can he worked out in oo(^ration with 'tfie Subject* Sdbjeet has nsv begun 
to press for aid to the ttadexground groups in Mfhunmln thlm aid to iwrtinde 
small arms, medieial supplies, radio eg.uipownt,ete* Be has been shown that 
we could not hope to assist in this maimer at the present tiiw and tio 
conaitment has been made as to the assistance we may be eible to give 
It appears any aid had best be wlthhi^ until some specific project of 
interest can bo worked out* Subject understands this position vaty well but
